Nowhere has the Commission met with 
more genuine cordiality, and nowhere has 
the desire for closer political and commer- 
cial relations with the United States been so 
apparent as in the Argentine Republic. That 
country aspires to be to South America what 
Our country is to the Northern 
Continent, andis making very rapid strides 
toward such a position. The President 
earnestly desired more intimate commer- 
cial relations with the United States, but 
said that it was useless to expect trade 
without transportation facilities. The Ar- 
gentine Government was willing to do as 
much as the United States in giving financial 
aid to a steamship company that would sail 
vessels between the ports of the two coun- 
tries, and he hoped that our Congress 
would do something at once 580 
as to make the markets of the 
United States accessible to the Argentine 
importers. He looked tothe United states 
to lead in this as in other measures, and we 
were requested to asgure Our Government 
that his own would immediately follow and 
do its share in any movement that would 
increase trade or unite the two countries in 
closer political relations.”’

The Tomb at Riverside. 

New York, August 18.—A strong 
breeze from the Hudson River scattered 
dust among the visitors to the tomb of 
General Grant yesterday and made 
their sight-seeing difficult. There were 
about fifty women and children grouped 
about the door of the tomb. An equally 
large number of young men and boys 
loitered under the trees or leaned against 
the fence which divides Camp Grant 
from the rest of the park, 
watching the soldiers cook 
the mid-day meal. Several employes of 
the Park Department were picking up 
stones and removing them in wagons, 
and preparing the various entrances to 
the park in expectation of a repetition 
of yesterday’s enormous crowd. Despite 
the efforis of the property owners along 
the streets leading to the tomb there are 
stilla number of cheaply balit board 
booths selling eatables and liquors. 

Ata meeting of the Board of Park 
Commissioners yesterday defivite plans 
were adopted for compteting the work 
on the temporary vault, in which the 
body of General Grant lies, and for lay- 
ing cut walks and otherwise improving 
the part of Riverside Park in the neigh- 
borhood of the tomb. An area of four 
or five acres adjacent to the tomb will be 
sown with wheat. This is the best way of 
preparing new ground for turf. Early next 
spring, grass seed will be sown. On the 
sloping ground at the rear of the vault 
trailing or ruoning vines will be 
planted and flower beds will be laid 
out and trees planted at the most suit- 
able spots. Policemen will be kept on 
duty atthe tomb to preserve order, as 
long as the present rush of sight-seers

THE FUGITIVE’S RETURN. 


The Alleged Murddfer of O. Arthur 
Preller Again in St. Louis. 








The Prisoner a Man Who Knows How to 
Keep His Mouth Shut When He Tries 
—A Big Crowd Present to Wit- 
ness His Arrival. 


St. Louis, Mo., August 16.—Maxwell 
awoke early this morning in his berth in 
‘the sleeper and the clacking of his chains 
as he tossed to and fro in his bed could 
be distinctly heard alloverthecar. Both 
of his guardians were asleep, but he was 
very securely tied, and escape was a mat- 
ter of impossibility. Several St, Louis 
newspaper men had boarded the train 
during the night at Newburg, Mo., get- 
ting on about midnight, aud these roused 
the officers and at last got them to get 
their prisoner up. It was some time be- 
fore this job could be accomplished. 
Maxwell’s shackles were taken off by 
one, and he shook himself something as 
a dog does after coming out of the water, 
and said: ‘‘Well, thank God, I’ve had the 
last of those things on me.’ He madeas 


elaborate atoilet as the circumstances of 
the case would permit, and finally an- 
nounced himself ready to receive com- 
pany. He said that he had slept badly 
during the night, that he had dreamed a 
great deal and thought that he ought to 
take a dose of medicine. He was then 
tackled by the newspaper men with the 
usual result. While the interviews were 
going on Maxwell said toa correspond- 
ent: ‘I like to be interviewed, it is 
almost as much fun as playing a game of 
whist. Doyou think they will get any- 
thing out of me?”’ 

‘*Perhaps.”” 

“Well, Pll just bet you a bottle of fizz 
that they won’t get anything at all. 
Iam willing to talk about 
anything but the case, but the case I will 
not talk about.

The pumping process was kept up for 
hours, but the results were absolutely 
nil. After he was left alone he beckoned 
a reporter to him and said: ‘All these 

questions make me sick. I suppose the 
papers will give me the devil for the way 
I have treated these gentlemen, but what 
can Ido? MustI, in order to secure the 
favor of the press, confess that I have 
committed this crime that I am charged 
with? These gentlemen are all angry 
with me, and yet what can I do?”’ 

“Do what you have done and say what 
you please.’ 

MADE OUT OF WHOLE CLOTH. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., August 16.—As Max- 
well was nearing the end of his long 
journey he talked freely with the detect- 
ives on all subjects except the crime with 
which he stands charged. On this sub- 
ject, following the advice of his counsel 
in Auckland, he continued dumb. The 
following is the nearest approach to the 
subject that he made. To the reporter 
of a local paper, who had been sent out 
to meet the train and interview him, he 
said: 

‘‘The papers have told the truth about 
me with one exception, and [ am _ sur- 
prised that they have done so well.” 

‘‘What was the exception?” 

“Why, that remarkable story in the 
Globe-Democrat, which stated that I had 
outlined my defense toa detective who 
was with me alone for half an hour in my 
cell. That is 

A LIE MADE OUT OF WHOLE CLOTH. 

In the first place nobody was alone with 
me at all except the two St. Lonis 
detectives. Ihave had no ex-detective 
or present detective with me in my 
cell or elsewhere for half an hour or 
ifor five minutes. Then, again, I have 
not discussed my _ defense with 
any man now in America. Nobody 
knows what it is and nobody will 
know until I am ready to teil it. I 
am acting under the advice of counsel 
now, and that subject I will not take 
up with any one. No, the reporter who 
wrote that story and fettered it on me 
was simply romuncing. It was printed 
as a theory in the Republican, I am told, 
long ago, that Preller might be living. 
As a theory it is all right enough to do 
that, but it is not right to say that I 
bave confided to some anonymous detec- 
tive my whole case ”’ 

‘Just discussing the matter as a 
theory is it possible that Preller is 
alive?’’ 

‘‘How do I know?” 

“You have travelled in Russia, Mr. 
Maxwell?”’ 

“Ob, yes. I was there some time.”’ 

“Did you ever join any setret society 
there?” 

“No, sir.’? 

**You are not a Nihbilist?”’ 

‘“Jodeed Iam not. Why do you ask?”’ 

“That is one of the theories again; 
that the murder was a political assassi- 
nation.’ - 

“Oh! that placard I suppose. Yes, 
that is as good a -theory as any others. 
What other theories are there?”’ 

“Well, it was urged as possible at one 
time that Preller may have been sick, 
and that you gave him chloroform, bat 
gave him too much; that when he died 
you were frightened and decamped.”’ 

“That is a very nice theory, too. Any 
other?’ 

‘Yes, there is the belief that you 
simply and vulgarly killed him for 
money.”’ 

He winced a little at this, and did not 
describe it as avery nice theory. Still 
he went on with his questions. 

‘“‘What else do people say?’’ he asked. 

“There is no doubt about one thing, 
that among the strongest evidence ggajnst 
you is that bloody hotel towel and Prel- 
ler’s shirt and collars that you took with 
you to New Zealand.” 


For the first time, he lost his profound 
smiling calm. Stretching both hands 
violently in front of bim, he cried out: 
‘‘Why—why does not one do everything? 
Why do I not get upon top of this car? 
It was fate. It was kismet.” 

“Have you made no confession or 
statement to the St. Louls officers?” 

‘Absolutely no.” 

AGAIN IN 8T. LOUIS. 

St. Louis, Mo., August 17.—The 
train which brought the murderer of 
Arthur C, Preller to St. Louis arrived at 
the Union Depot about five minutes 
late, the train being due at 6:45. A 
A crowd of fully 3,000 people had gath- 
ered on and about the platform or 
board flooring in front of the depot, the 
Twelfth street bridge being lined with 
men, women and children, and all win- 
dows in view being adorned with from 
five to twenty-five heads, black, white, 
yellow, and red. Men predominated 
everywhere, but there were also many 
women and more children. 

As the time neared for the train to ar. 
rive, the crowd grew, and upon the ar- 
rival of the Missouri Pacific train, a 
break was made for it, under the suppo- 
sition it was the ’Frisco train. 

It was only a short wait of five min- 
utes till the train from the West 
came in view and that proved to be the 
one wanted. 

First came the engine and then several 
bagga ze and muil and express cars, and 
lastly the passengercoaches. The train 
had two sleepers and the Peoria was 
the last one. Both platforms were 
crowded, the people for the most part 
being St. Louisans, who had gone out to 
suburban stations before daylight to 
board the train. Hon. John I. Martin 
and several newspaper reporters could 
be seen through the car windows, all 
crowded around the seat which the pris- 
oner occupied. The train stopped, and 
out they poured at both ends. The 
crowd at first being unabie to tell which 
end was the right one, divided and cov- 
ered both, as they determined, come 
what might, not to let the prisoner es- 
cape. The rear end proved to be 
the right one, as was evidenced 
when Detective §§Tracy’s famil- 
lar face appeared at the door. He was 
closely followed by the prisoner, and 
Badger was at the Jatter’s heels. Chief 
Harrigan was below on the ground to re- 
ceive them, and with him were twenty of 
the biggest policemen in St. Louis and 
half as many sergeants, about all, in fact, 
in the Central District. They were there 
to Keep the crowd back and make way 
for the all-important trio. The crowd 
was goodenatured and fell back to the 
right and left in good order, and the 
prisoner was marched almost ona trot 
to the patrol wagon, which had been 
backed up under the Twelfth street 
bridge. 

ine face of Maxwell was on the pale 
order, and it would not be exaggerating 
to say he was pretty badly scared as he 
was hurried through that crowd. A 
shout was given as the prisoner was as- 
sisted up into the patrol wagon. 

The prisoner was hardly seated in the 
wagon when Tracy shouted, ‘‘Let her 
go!”? The driver applied the lash to the 
horses and the animals plunged forward 
under the bridge, while a small army of 
blue-coats clung to the rear steps. The 
crowd gave a tremendous cheer as the 
wagon started for the Fuur Courts. The 
horses were urged rapidly forward, 
the crowd followingas fast as it could, 
cheering and yelling the while. The 
mad chase was kept-up until police 
headquarters was reached. Lodgers in 
the neighborhood were awakened by the 
shouts and cries of the thousands in the 
streets, and, dressing as quickly as pos- 
sible, joined the excited throug. Twelfth 
street was impassable. Ably seconding 
the efforts of the young were old men, 
women, mothers with babes in their 
arms, and even small children. 

The wagon stopped in front of the 
Clark avenue entrance, and in a minute 
was surrounded by the throag. ‘Take 
him out and hang him!”’ shouted a tall 
man in a white hat, as Tracy and Badger 
lifted their charge from the wagon. The 
officers on the wagon formed a line and 
pressed the crowd back toward Iber’s. 
As the prisoner finally disappeared be- 
hind the front doors another hair raising 
shont was given. Meanwhile the thou- 
sunds who had been left by the patrol, 
but who, nevertheless, persisted in secur- 
ing one more look, found the Twelfth 
street entrance to the building open, 
poured in like a flock of sheep. 

In a minnte the rotunda was jammed 
and again the officers formed in line and 
drove the mob out into the street. Max- 
well was taken into the detective’s room 
and given a chair. He was quite pale 
and spoke only in monosyliables when 
interrogated. He did not seem to quite 
understand the fuss on the outside. 
Commodore Smith, Captain Fruchte, 
Sergeant Schmitgens and a number of 
reporters received the prisoner in the 
room. He carrizd a long English ulster 
and appeared tired and travel-stained 
from his journey. 

‘Mr. Tracy. is it possible to get @ 
place to wash?”’ said he. 

“Yes, certainly; come with me.” 

‘Take him down stairs,’’ said Ser- 
geant Burke. 

“Give me my brush and comb,” re- 
quested Maxwell. 

Tracy went down in one of the deep 
pockets of the ulster and fished out 4 
comb and brush, and handing it to the 
prisoner, said: ‘*You can have anything 
you want.” 

Harry Newboldt, the photographer 
who does the work for the rogues’ 
gallery, was present and had made 
every preparation to receive a good pic- 
ture of the prisoner. After Maxwell 
had performed his ablutions in the cala- 
boose, he was brought up and pboto- 
graphed. The police were immediately 
besieged by thousands for permission to 
see the prisoner, but all were denled.

I find only 45 colored children of Schoo!

The health of the town is good, the 
water excellent, the surrounding scenery 
beautiful and mountainous, Withal it isa 
desirable place for a home. 

Seeing the deep interest taken by the

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Warrior Mining Troubles. 





Italian Miners the Bone of Contention. 
Waurior, Aua., Aug. 20, 1885. 
Ellitor Gazette: 


Our little town is iu the midst of serious 
mining troubles once more. Last Thurs- 
day 18 Italians went to work at the Warrior 
Coke and ©Ooal Company mines. There 
they shot off their pistols like desperadoes 
—continuing the shooting at various times 
until Saturday morning. 

The miners became indignant at this 
flagrant violation of the law of our country 
and assembled in a mass meeting, demand- 
ing to know of the Cok@ and Coal Compa- 
ny what they proposed to do with the Ital- 
ians. ‘We intend to work them,’ was the 
reply. 

The miners thereupon resolved not to 
work with them—nearly every miner in 
the Warrior fields being represented in the 
mass meeting. 

Warrants of arrest were issued against 
the turbulent new comers and Justice Rea~ 
gans and deputies, accompanied by a pro~ 
cession of 400 miners went to the mines of 
the Coke and Coal Company, arrested and 
brought in about 21 prisoners Saturday 
last. They were kept in custody until 
Monday evening when they had a prelim- 
inary trial’ before Justices, Street, White 
and Davidson, and were found guilty and 
in default of bonds, they were sent to Bir- 
mingham to jail. The State Solicitor is up 
to-day investigating the trouble. The mi- 
ners have employed Lawyer Grace to pres- 
ecute the case. The company declare that 
they will defend the Italians to the last, but 
the home miners have laid down their tools 
and sworn not to work with them, and all, 
save one, have stopped work, suiting the 
action to the word. 

What is to be the outcome can not now 
be seen. Business looks dull in conse 
quence. BE.

TRAITS: IN ANIMALS. 





How an Editor Trained an Ex- 
tremely Vicious Horse. 


A Little Girl Who Slept Uaharmed Among 
Wild Beasts—How a Transport Offi- 
cer Faced Two Ferocious Dogs 
and Escaped Without a 
Scratch. 





“IT can not believe that animals in 
their fury as well as in their fears do 
not distinguish between person and 
person,’’ began Dr. Russell, better 
known as “Bull Run’’ Russell. 

He spoke at the dining table of he 
Queen’s Hotel, Pietermaritzburg, Na- 
tal, some time after the death of the 
Prince Imperial had made that colony 
and its neighbor, Zululand, more fa- 
mous than either of them had ever ex- 
pected to be. Colonel Sparks Stabb, 
then of the Thirty-second, Forbes, and 
a whole host of correspondents and of- 
ficers, all men of travel and nearly all 
of them sportsmen, took up the con- 
versation, which brought out three 
very curious stories. The editor of the 
Natal Witness told how, being up 
country with a beautiful Arabian 
named E] Sirat and desiring to get an- 
other mount, he found but one animal 
available—Moroc, a peculiarly dark 
bay of most vicious temper, four 
years old, the property of Geoffry 
O'Connell, a grand-nephew of the fa- 
mous Daniel. When he mentioned his 
intention to buy this brute the hotel 
keeper and others warned him against 
the attempt to ride the animal, as Mo- 
roc was a spoiled horse. His owner, 
O'Connell, having a vicious temper, had 
utterly destroved that of the horse, 
which threw every one who mounted 
him, and was only subdued for his own 
use by O'Connell afterfurious contests, 
which occurred each time of mounting. 
and in which the whip, spurs and all 
the aids to savage rough riding had 
been brought into play, and often un- 
successfully. The horse had been con- 
queror nearly as often as the man, 
hence his certain viciousness. The ed- 
itor said he would take his chances, 
and would, although he did not care to 
bet on it, undertake to ride the much- 
dreaded Moroc without whip or spur 
in the morning. In proof of his as- 
sertion he bought and paid for the 
horse that day. At night he led into 
Moroe’s stable his own beautiful 
tame Arabian and put him alongside 
of the bay. The odd circumstance 
about this performance was that 
he left his saddle on El Sirat’s 
back and threw the bridle into the 
manger between the heads of the two 
horses, and as neither of them possessed 
stable vices they were found in good 
order in the morning. El Sirat had 
not laid down; he never did lie down 
while under saddle. At six o'clock a 
number of persons were on hand: to 
see the experiment, but the editor 
warned them to keep out of sight, lest 
Moroc should by theirpresence become 
excited. He then went into the stable, 
stroked and petted both animals, call- 
ing them by their names. Then he put 
his bridle from the manger into Moroc’s 
mouth, took off the saddle from El 
Sirat and put it also into the manger 
between the horses’ heads, and went 
out for a few minutes. Returning he 
petted the horses again, saddled Moroc 
and by their halters led both horses 
into the open air. Then came the 
critical moment. Attention was 
aroused to see the mounting. The ed- 
itor drew the two horses close together, 
Moroc on the near or mounting side, 
with halter tied up and reins thrown 
over the neck. He then gathered up 
the reins and mounted slowly but firm- 
ly, holding in his hand El Sirat’s halter. 
Both horses moved off together with- 
out a struggle. After walking about 
one hundred yards, to give the beast 
more confidence, he pushed into a 
canter, and then, as Moroc offered nbd 
resistance, into a hard gallop. In a 
quarter of a mile he threw down El 
Sirat’s halter, and from thence rode 
on alone, never slackening his speed 
till he came to the next station, ten 
miles away. From that hour Moroc 
was as tame with the editor as possible, 
needing no punishment and showing 
no fear. 

“Bravo!’’ exclaimed old Dr. Russell. 
‘‘There’s an incident proving that one 
horse taught the other what to expect 
from his master.’’ A transport officer 
next told how he was once in charge 
of a train of wagons at Klipskeir, a 
lonely part of the Orange Free State, 
where the farms were miles apart 
and the road ran a_ mere trail 
over the plains between them. 
He found one night that he had 
left a valuable shawi on the ground six 
miles to the rear at a halting place, 
and he walked back in seareh of it. 
On the road he encountered two large 
bloodhounds of the Boer breed, which 
be presumed belonged to the Boer 
through whose vast farm or run the 
road extended. The dogs did not 
meddle with him. He got his shaw! 
and rejoined his train at daylight, and 
a few hours later was startled by being 
overtaken by a country b 
at a high rate of speed and containing 
two farmers, who besought surgical as- 
sistance for a couple of tramps that had 
been torn almost to pieces by their

dogs in the night a faw miles to the 
rear. They were the same dogs the 
officer had seen, and the question was, 
how did they distinguish an officer and 
a gentleman from the class’ of persons 
they had so rudely treated, and who, it 
appeared, had offered them no volua- 
tary violence? Russell declared that 
was clear enough; the guilty-minded 
tramps had manifested signs of fear and 
hesitancy at the sight of the animals, 
while the gentleman in pursuit of a dis- 
tinct objéct—his shawl—had paid no 
timid attention to the watchful crea- 
tures. . ° 
Colonel Sparks Stabb said: ‘*Gentle- 
men, what I shall tell you is the most 
wonderful thing ever heard of, it is 
true, provable and occurred to wn 
knowledge. What do you think’ of a 
troop of lions sparing a child’s life, 
and at night, far from any habitation?” 
Every one drank in silence, and the 
Colonel proceeded: ‘In 1872 I made 
an expedition, partly for hunting pur- 
pores, northward from Kuruman, past 
Marico on the edge of the desert, right 
up to Limpopo. Near the banks of 
that great river, in the wooded lion 
country, we fell in with some Boer 
travelers and hunters forming a camp 
of four wagons and about twenty-two 
persons. They received us with the 
usual hospitality—tobacco, coffee, con- 
versation and a little Holland gin, and 
at night, the usual measures having 
been taken to secure our stock from 
attack or dispersal, we slept the on 4 
of the ‘elephant hunter,’ a muc 
sounder one, by the way, than that

TOMBSTONE SENTIMENTS. 


People Usually Resort to Rhymes to Ex- 
press Their Grief for the Dead. 


It is very unlikely that verses will be 
inscribed on the tombstones of the peo- 
ple who read this copy of the Sun. 
That fashion went out of style many 
years ago, and the beauty of poetry is 
now supplanted by the beauties of carv- 
ing and statuary. To find interesting 
obituary verse one must now hunt up 
the old stones in the cemeteries and 
pick out with difficulty the almost 
obliterated letters. There are many 
such stones in Trinity churchyard, and 
thousands of people each week puzzle 
over the melancholy specimens of obit- 
uary verse inscribed on them. The 
hand of time has rubbed out many and 
others are fast fading away, so that 


hardly more than half are decipherable. 
These are of all moods—hopeful, cheer- 
ful, monitory, despairing, angry, hu- 
morous and religious. 

One over David Evans, who died in 
1737, is very terse. It says: 


Short was his life, 
Great was hie pain; 

Much was his loss, 
Great was his gain. 


Only nine words are used in the 
verse. On a broken stone, with the 
name gone, and only the date, 1767, 
visible, are these verses, which are evi- 
dently over the grave of a seafaring 
man: 
Tho’ Boreas blasts and boistrous waves 
Have tost me to and fro, 

In spite of both by God’s decree 
I harbour here below. 

Where I do now at anchor ride 
With many of our fleet, 

Yet once again I must set sail, 
My Admiral Christ to meet. 

This was evidently a progenitor of 
the nautical religious hymns, such as 
‘‘Pull for the Shore,”’ ‘‘Raise the Anch- 
or,” etc. It finds an imitator on the 
stone of Captain Isaac Bangs, 1808: 

Boreas blasts and Neptune’s waves 
Have tossed him to and fro, 

But, by the sacred will of God, 
He’s anchored here below. 

The oir yg the grave of Cathe- 
rine Wood,‘1788, is in the orthodox 
vein: 

ay flesh shall slumber in the ground 

Till the last trumpet’s joyful sound 

Shall burst the grave with sweet surprise 
And in my Saviour’s image rise. 

Here is one of the affectionate type, 
evidently put there by a wife, It is on 
the stone of Samuel Boyer, 1790: 

Rest here, my love, while I in vain deplore 

Thy sudden fate, and grieve thou art no 
more; 

Oh! may thy gentle spirit wing its way 

To blissful regions of unfailing day. 

The friends of Ephraim Smith, who 
died in 1797, were evidently unrecon- 
ciled to his fate when they set up this 


| inscription: 


Relentless death, ne'er satisfied with prey, 
Hath snatched him in the bloom of life away. 
Joseph Pell, aged six years, who died 
in 1802, speaks from the grave in this 
style: 
Like asa shadow or the morning dew, 
My ~—s are past and spent, which were but 
ew; : 
Grieve not for me, dear parents, ’tis in vain: 
Your loss, I hope, is my eternal gain. 
Here is one of an amatory kind, over 
Lydia Curtis, who died in 1804: 
Cold as this stone is now that lovely form, 
The sight of which could every bosom warm; 


Mixt with this earth its mouldering ashes lie, 
Ah! youth and beauty, this it is to die. 


The reader must decide for himself 
on the merits of the following epitaph 
over John Jones, a2 Welchman, who 
died in 1805: 


Gwrandg ddun wrth fyned heibig 
Fel rwyter muinan a fyo 

Ller wy fy tydi a ddewy 
Ymbartoa canys meru tyddy. 

The friends of James Stoutenburgh 
wrote the following over him after he 
died, in 1810: 

Alas! how weak and feeble is the human mind 
When sorrows, care, and troubles arc all 
combined 

To rob us of our worldly joy: 
Which, children like, we love as toys; 
What littie fortitude or minds do show °* 
When borne down with grief and woe. 

Ete., etc,, etc., ete. 

The widow of John Mathews wrote 
over his grave, in 1811, this stanza: 


I leave it all to God above 

To do his will and show his love, 
And wken he calls we will obey, 
To dwell with him in endless day. 


The following, written over a babe, 
is in marked contrast with most of the 
tombstone rhymes: 


Ere sin could blight or sorrow fade, 
Death =< friendly care: 

The opening bud to heaven conveyed, 
And bid it blossom there. 


Ann James, who died in 1816, aged 
seventy-six, was apparently glad to 
die. Her shrine says: 


The world is vain and full offpain, 
With care and trouble sore; 

But they are blest who are at rest 
With Christ forevermore. 


Mary McCarr sounded a solemn 
warning to her parents in 1817: 


My parents dear, who mourn and weep, 
Behold the grave wherein I sleep. 
Prepare for death, for you must die 

And be entombed as wel! as I. 


Deborah Ustick said in 1816: 


Our life’s a journey full of care. 
No wealth from death can save, 
Each step we take more near we draw 
To our dark, silent grave. 


The following, erected in the same 
year, is more cheerful: 


Why should we mourn departed friends 
Or shake at death's alarms? 

"Tis but the voice that Jesus sends 
To call us to his arms. 


Here is another verse about a baby. 
It was written a year later: 


As the sweet flower that scents the morn, 
But withers in the rising day, 

Thus lovely was this infant’s dawn— 
Thus swiftly fied its life away. 


Discontent, followed by triumph, 
characterized the following placed over 
Mrs. Halstead in 1819: 


Relentless death, wouldst thou not spare 

A form so lovely arid 80 much beloved? 

Ah! no; thy iron hand has grasped 

Her husband's treasure and her children’s 


joy; 
But stilt amidst this tedious night of gloom, 
A thought, transporting, bursts upon my 


mind; 
Death had no sting, the grave no victory, 
a grace, she triumphed in the dying 
our. 


Blank verse is so rare that there 
seems to be only one other sample. It 
was placed over W. A. Lawrence in 
1840. He died at sea: 

Cold is thy brow, my son, and pale thy ¢ , 
The bright expression of that om has sea. ‘. es 
And thou no more with thy soft voice shall 
come 
To meet me with thy sweet “My father,” 
—New York Sun.

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A MOHAMMEDAN TRADITION. 


The Miraculous Stone in the Great Mosque 
at Mecca. 

In the Kaaba, the most ancient and 
remarkable building of the great 
Mosque at Mecca, is preserved a 
miraculous stone, with the print of 
Abraham’s feet impressed upon it. It 
is said, by Mohammedan tradition, to 
be the identical stone which served the 
patrierch as a sgaffold when he helped 
Ishmael to rebuild the Kaaba, which 
had been originally constructed by 
Seth, and was afterwards destroyed by 
the deluge. While Abraham stood 
upon this stone it rose and sank with 
him as he built the walls of the sacred 
edifice. The relic is said to be a frag- 
ment of the same gray Mecca stone of 
which the whole building is con- 
structed, in this respect differing from 
tbe famous black stone brought to 
Abraham and Ishmael by the angel 
Gabriel, and built into the northeast 
corner of the exterior wall of the 
Kaaba, which is generally supposed ‘to 
be either a meteorite or fragment of 
voleanic basalt. It is supposed to 
have been originally a jacinth of daz- 
zling whiteness, but to have been made 
black as ink by the touch of sinful 
man, and that it can only recover its 
original purity and brilliancy at the 
day of judgment. The millions of 
kisses and touches impressed by the 
faithful have worn the surface consid- 
erably; but, in addition to this, traces 
of cup-shaped hollows have been ob- 
served on it. There can be no doubt 
that both the relics associated with 
Abraham are of high antiquity, and 
may possibly have belonged to the pre- 
historic worship which marked Mecca 
as a sacred site long before the fol- 
lowers of the Prophet had set up their 
shrine there.—Blackwood’s Magazine.
